ORGAN. 

In  this  department  the  course  is  made  systematic  by  our 
new  method.  'I  he  instruction  comprises  such  exercises  as 
will  enable  the  performer  to  play  church  music,  voluntaries 
and  interludes,  piei)aring  the  pupil  for  the  study  of  either 
piano  or  pipe  organ.

LITERARY  STUDIES. 


In  making  up  our  course  of  literary  studies,  we  have 
endeavored  to  include  all  the  branches  which  can  be  desired, 
for  preparation  in  the  ordinary  business  of  life. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  course  of  study  as  laid  down, 
students  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  such  studies  as  they 
may  desire  and  be  prepared  to  pursue. 

The  selection  of  such  studies  to  be  made  upon  consultation 
with  the  Superior,  and  Avith  her  sanction. 

Our  very  large  corps  of  teachers,  enables  us  to  organize 
classes  for  accommodation  of  students,  and  in  addition  to 
those  in  our  regular  course,  classes  will  be  organized  in  any 
branch  of  study  taught,  whenever  there  shall  be  a demand 
for  such  a class  and  with  no  extra  expense. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  teachers  or  persons  advanced  in 
life,  who  find  themselves  deticient  in  certain  branches,  can 
come  and  pursue  such  studies,  without  being  compelled  to 
take  a complete  course  of  studies  Avhich  they  do  not  want. 


TEACHERS’  TRAINING  CLASS. 

This  class  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  features  of  the 
school,  and  no  one  who  expects  to  teach,  can  afford  to  miss 
the  drill  received  here. 

The  teachers  have  had  long  and  successful  experience  in 
teaching  common,  graded  and  normal  schools,  and  their 
methods  are  such  as  will  insure  success  wherever  put  into 
practice. 

The  laws  of  intellectual  development,  how  to  arouse  the 
moral  faculties,  how  to  awaken  the  pupils’  social  affections, 
how  to  gain  and  retain  the  pupils’  respect,  how  to  govern 
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successfully,  together  with  how  to  teach  all  the  branches  of- 
a common  school,  are  some  of  the  questions  that  are  thor- 
oughly mastered  by  the  students  in  this  class. 

MUSICAL  SCHOLARSHIP.

DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  to  scholars  that  pass  a perfect 
examination  in  thorough-bass,  harmony  and  theory  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Superior.  Teachers  who  wish  to  learn 
our  new  method  and  become  graduates  of*  our  school,  can 
receive  diplomas  after  completing  the  studies  prescril)ed  in 
the  classical  course;  also,  diplomas  naming  the  studies 
completed  are  conferred  upon  those  who  complete  the  course- 
satisfactorily. 

Gold  medals  are  only  awarded  to  pupils  in  drawing  or 
painting.

THE  JUNIOR  COURSE. 

The  junior  course  is  recommended  to  parents  who  cannot 
afl'ord  to  pay  the  regular  tiution,  the  instructions  are  the 
same  including  all  the  literary  I)ranches  except  that  the 
pnj)ils  do  not  take  iip  any  of  the  special  studies — §60. 

Pupils  coming  from  a distance  to  the  Seminaiy  had  better 
write  us  on  what  train  and  time  they  will  arrive  in  the  city, 
and  the  Superior  will  send  the  carriage  to  meet  them. 
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REGULATIONS. 


1.  As  soon  as  the  bell  announces  the  beginning  of  any 
exercise,  every  one  must  repair  in  silence  to  the  duty  she 
is  called  upon  to  perform. 

2.  Silence  must  always  be  observed  on  the  staircases,  in 
the  corridors,  dormitories  and  music  hall,  and  in  all  other 
places  as  soon  as  the  signal  is  given  for  the  beginning  of 
any  exercise. 

3.  No  one  must  leave  the  recreation  halls  or  grounds 
without  permission  from  the  presiding  teacher. 

■i.  Pupils  will  carefully  avoid  expressions  disrespectful 
to  religion,  their  teacher  or  fellow  pupils. 

5.  Private  friendships,  tending  to  sever  the  bond  that 
should  unite  all  in  one  family  circle,  are  not  permitted. 

6.  Pupils  are  required  at  all  seasons  to  take  part  in  the 
outdoor  exercises  when  the  weather  is  pleasant. 

7.  Pupils  will  cultivate  amiable  dispositions,  gentle  man- 
ners and  })olite  deportment;  even  in  recreation  they  will  be 
careful  to  use  correct  and  retined  lan^Tuage. 

8.  Pupils  may  write  to  parents  or  guardians  once  a week, 

9.  All  pocket  money  will  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer; 
no  one  will  overdraw  her  deposit,  and  the  pupils  will  keep 
an  exact  account  of  all  recei])ts  and  expenses. 

10.  On  Saturday  afternoon,  from  two  to  five  o’clock, 
pupils  are  permitted  to  receive  visits  from  their  parents, 
guardians  or  persons  formally  authorized  by  them. 

11.  Pupils  wdll  not  visit  home  during  the  term  unless  in 
case  of  severe  illness. 

12.  Short  vacations  occur  at  Christmas  and  Easter,  but 
to  prevent  disturbance  on  resuming  classes,  pupils  will  not 
be  permitted  to  visit  their  homes  except  for  urgent  reasons. 
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13.  No  pupil  will  be  permitted  to  go  to  the  city  to  make 
any  purchases,  nor  to  appear  on  the  streets  unaccompanied. 

14.  All  books  brought  to  the  institution  by  the  pupils,  or 
received  by  them,  must  be  submitted  for  the  examination 
and  approval  of  the  Prefect  of  Studies. 

15.  The  Institution  will  not  hold  itself  responsible  for 
any  loss  of  jewelry,  etc. 

16.  In  order  to  avoid  all  objectionable  correspondence, 
letters  written  or  received  are  examined  by  the  Superior  or 
her  substitute. 

17.  Clothing,  books,  stationery,  sheet  music,  work  mate- 
rials, etc.,  are  not  furnished  by  the  Institution  unless  the 
requisite  funds  have  been  previously  deposited  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer. 

18.  Neatness  in  person  and  great  care  of  clothing  and 
books  must  be  strictly  observed.  The  desk  must  at  all 
times  be  kept  in  good  order. 

19.  Music  pupils  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  music  hall 
-during  the  hours  given  them  for  practice. 

20.  Express  packages  sent  to  pupils  nius|  be  prepaid. 

21.  No  deduction  will  be  made  for  pupils  withdrawn 
before  the  expiration  of  a term,  except  in  cases  of  protracted 
illness.
